Please amend Claims 33, 35, 37, 39, 41-44, and add new Claims 45-56 as follows: 

33. (Thrice Amended) A method for managing information using an intermediary 
gateway device having a corresponding network address, the method comprising the steps of: 

receiving a request to communicate with a network accessible datastore having a 
particular network address; 

modifying the particular network address of the datastore to reflect the address of the 
intermediary gateway device; and 

providing access to the network accessible datastore through the intermediary gateway 
device using the modified address of the network accessible datastore, wherein the intermediary 
gateway device controls the access to the network accessible datastore.
